fices for Mr. Coolidge. He would stay 
at the state game lodge, which has 
been offered by state and which is 
about a dozen miles fiom the neares, 
railroad point and 32 miles from Rap- 
id City, the nearest town, with a pop- 
ulation over 1,000. 
The president apparently has set 


his heart on spending the summer m 
the-quietude of those foothills of the 
Rocky mountains. Should he go to 
the Black Hills, it is believed Mr. Coo- 
hd"e would be little bothered by vis- 
itors other than those who came on 
official business. Fishing and perhaps 
hunting are expected to be1 the presi- 
dent's chief diversions in addition to 
his usual practice of walking consid- 
erably.

Cheers for Lindbergh Great- 


est Since President Wil- 


son's Visit in 1919 


Paris —(XP)—Captain Charles Lind- 


bergh was paraded before the eyes of 
the populace of Paris Thursday • to 
such cheers as no man has heard in 
this city since Woodrow Wilson made 
his triumphal entry into the French 
capital in 1919. 


It was the first opportunity that 


the citizens of Pans generally have 
had to see the heroic American avia- 
tor since his arrival on the Le Bourget 
Flying field Saturday night, for all his 
intervening hours have 'been, devoted 
to receiving honors from nersons in 
high places. 


Tens of thousands of Frenchmen 


had their first sight of the young 
American Thursday afternoon as he 
was escorted from his country's em- 
bassy to the Hotel de Ville. Under 
the trees that border the Champs Ely- 
sees—one of the world's most magni- 
ficent boulevards—the common people 
of France stood in great masses, wav- 
ing flags and shouting "biavo," as the 
slender, unspoiled youth from Amer- 
ica was driven past them in a state 
procession. 


CROWDS PACK PLACE 


The Place de la Concorde was packed 


with humanity and so was the cele- 
brated Rue de'Kivoli looking out up- 
on the green- trees of the Tuileries 
gardens, 
beautiful under a brilliant 


Maytime sun. It was a day such as 
poets and painters have celebrated for 
centuries perfect springtime in Paris. 
The flowers and trees were in fresh 
bloom while the' tri-color of France 
and the Stars and Stripes of the Unit- 
ed States fluttered cverywheiV><rRe- 
publican guards held back the fren- 
zied hero worshippers. 


At noon Lindbergh was guest at an 


informal luncheon at the foreign office. 
Flowers were tossed in the path of 
his car and thousands of throats 
shouted praises at the man who has 
made humanity a little more proud 
of itself than it was last week. 
In 


the great paved square outside the 
Hotel de Ville, every inch of open 
space was 
occupied by cheering 


Parisians. Inside the ancient struc- 
ture that stands by Seine 5,000 for- 
tune folk had huddled. 


On the gieat staff of'the classic city 


hall of Paris, the Stars and Stripes 
and the tri-color waved in the breeze. 
Captain Lindbergh entered by the 
great central coorway and walked up 
the "stairway of honor" 
passing 


through the crowded salons while the 
band of the Republican guard played 
the Star Spangled Banner and the 
Marsillaisc. 


SIGNS BOOK OF GOLD 


The aviator walked through the ou- 


ter gallery in to the private office of 
the president of the municipal coun- 
cil where he iigncd the "book of gold" 
in which so many noted names ap- 
pear, and then was introduced to the 
municipal council in solemn session. 


Captain Lindbergh was the honored 


guest today of two famous Marshals 
of France. Foch and Joffre. He also 
found time in his busy days program 
to make a trip to the Hotel dcs Inval- 
idcs to greet a delegation of Belgian 
war wounded. 


"Your effort was a great one." Mar- 


shal Foch told the flier, 'beacus-e U 
shows what a young; man can do when 
he is well prepared for his attempt 
and has the courage to sec it through." 
Then the allied gcnearlissimo present- 
ed Lindbergh with his picture. 


"Jt isn't the picture of a prcttv 


girl." he remarked, "but it is the pic 
Jure of a friend." 


Before this assemblage four of the 


highest officials of the city and the 
department of the Seine paid their tri- 
bute in words of such tender warmth 
as the French language expresses s»» 
well.

er fliers vouch for authenticity of 
the outside loop. 


Contrary to procedure on (lie 


ordinary loop, Doolittle turned 
the nose of his ship downward 
when flying at the speed of 150 
miles an hour at an altitude of 
8,000 feet. He kept on that course 
performing a complete loop, but 
required a drop of more than 2,- 
000 feet during which lie 
at- 


tained a speed of 283 miles an 
hour before the loop could be 
completed. 


So far as known, there have 


been no attempts to make an 
"outside loop" since 1912 at which 
time two aviators lost their lives 
in the : ttempt.

"I Don't Use Delicate Overtones 


To Move Machinery" 


Overtones in music are as elusive as 


a ray of sunlight, yet their" capture and 
preservation on a phonograph record is 
utterly essential to full, perfect Re- 
Creation of an artist's performance. 
It is obvious that they cannot be pre- 
served if their microscopic strength is 
dissipated in any way—moving ma- 
chinery, for example. But let Thomas 
A. Edison give you his views on the 
subject. 
Ques. Sometimes music is rich, mel- 


low and beautiful. Sometimes it is 
harsh, sharp and unpleasant. Why 
is this? 


Ans. The presence or absence of over- 


tones controls the beauty and quality 
of a musical sound. The more over- 
tones there are, the richer and more 
beautiful the quality becomes. The 
difference between the metallic tinkle 
of a child's piano and the mellow 
resonance of a concert grand is due 
to overtones. 


Ques. What arc overtones? 
Ans. 
When we set anything sucn as a 


tightly stretched string connected to 
a sounding board vibrating, it sends 
out a powerful or fundamental 
wave. It also sends out many otiier 
related waves. 'These secondary 
waves are called overtones. 


A simple illustration of this: Drop 


a large pebble into a pool of quiet 
water; wave rings arc formed that 
go out in all directions in smooth and 
regular procession over the surface of 
the water. Now try dropping the 
large pebble again but at the same 
time drop several very small ones 
along with it. The wave rings 
caused by the large pebble will be 
there as before but, in addition, 
there will be many, little waves or 
ripples criss-crossing each other and 
the appearance of the principal waves 
will be quite different from what 
they were in the first experiment. 


The big waves may be compared to 


the fundamental sound wave, and 
the little ripples that are superim- 
posed on them to the overtones. 


Ques. Can overtones be recorded on 


phonograph" records? 


Ans. Years ago I recognized the fact 


that only through capturing the deli- 
cate and elusive overtones as well as 
the fundamental wave, and faithfully 
recording them on a record, could 
phonograph music earn its right to a 
permanent place in the musical es- 
teem of mankind. I have worked 
always with this goal in view. Na- 
ture has been reluctant, bat one by 
one she has given up her secrets. 
The present Edison Phonograph is 
very close to my ideal. 


Ques. How have you captured these 


delicate overtones? 


Ans. In many ways. For example, 


I made a thicker record of greater 
solidity which would not shake and 
vibrate as a ..whole when played. I 
developed an extremely hard and 
smooth surface for the record so that 
the,sound wave?—the minute ones 
which are overtcues—would not be 
flattened out when the diamond 


• point passed over them. By adopt- 


ing a permanent diamond point I get 
away from making the sound -—loves 
"grind in" steel needles. By me- 
chanically feeding the so-called tone 
arm across the record I eliminated 
having the delicate sound grooves 
drag the' arm across. 
In other 


words, I don't use delicate overtones 
to move machinery. ' Countless ex- 
periments in recording have taught 
us many vastly important tricks and 
processes. No one thing has cap- 
tured the overtones for us. I have 
mentioned a few but there are many 
others. A combination cf many de- 
tails.working together has achieved 
present results.

Practically every city in the country 


has an ordinance requiring peddlers and 
others soliciting business at homes to 
have a license.

But it is certain.-that the cities will assert 
their rights in even- case where fly-by- 
night peddlers seek the protection of the 
court decision in-their operations.

home merchant is entitled to a fair show, 
and a city would be foolish to deny this to 
him. 


LINDBERGH'S FUTURE COURSE 
Roger Babson has suggested to Presi- 


dent Coolidge that Captain Charles A. 
Lindbergh be appointed head of Amer- 
ican aviation. The eminent statistician 
savs this appointment would save him 
from many flattering offers that have been 
made by motion picture, vaudeville man- 
agers and others. These offers total more 
than a million dollars. The post of avia- 
tion chief pays about $5,000 a year. 
The 


prosperous Mr. Babson would save Lind- 
bergh's character by setting him down at 
a small salaried job "on constructive work 
in Washington." That is rather far-fetch- 
ed—particularly when it cchnes from Mr. 
Babson.

public, on the other hand, says "get the 
bank notes now.

Lindbergh's conduct in France has won 


him world-wide acclaim and affection. He 
will value this affection and if he has the 
brains that he is credited with, he will do 
nothing to lose it.

record to the effect that motherhood is 
"the last relic of slavery.'' Mothers, attest 
the lady delegates, receive no wages for 
their work.

some few thousands or tens of thousands 
of dollars for each child borne. Were the 
world made up of millionaires, it is of 
course possible that the labor of mother- 
hood might be recompensed at something 
akin to its true worth.

A LUMBERJACK DEPOSES AND SAYS 


Dear Dr. Brady: 


I have been reading your stuff for years and 


am sure you arc what you purport to be (a 
regular doctor). You arc fishting1 a hard bat- 
tle and siiould have regular men's co-ojtcrution. 


I 
have workcn in lumber camps for many 


seasons in every capacity from common lumber 
Jack to foreman and proprietor. 


Years~aso lumber jacks would work in the 


woods all winter and in spring as soon as the ice 
was out of the river or stream where tho loss- 
were landed we would so on the drive, floating 
the logs down stream to a lumber vmill. 


"When driving logs it is often necessary to be 


in the cold water waist deep the greater part of 
the time from early mornftip: till late at night, 
when we would have to walk to camn several 
miles, often five or six miles, in our wet clothes, 
eat supper and retire in our bunks with our wet 
clothes on to have them dry by morning-, only 
to repeat the same routine the next day and so 
on for weeks at a time. Often in the morning 
we would find some ice on the water, but A\C 
would jump in and go to work just the same. 
Sometimes we got so numb from the cold that 
we would scramble to the bank and run up and 
down for a whilc-to limber up. It was a hard- 
ship certainly . Mornings we would feel sore and 
tired, but there never was as much "cold" and 
rheumatism among us'as there usually is in an 
office force of the same number of people.

I am 62 years old and for a demonstration for 


these unfortunate ones who believe they "catch 
cold from wet feet or cold air" I am willinsr any 
time to leave a warm room barefoot and bare 
headed and run about in' the snow in the cold- 
est winter weather, for I know we don't catch 
cold in that way.

his automobile to tho 


int on the body of the car. 
His demonstration, to the imagin- 


ative mind, points a way to a sohi- 
ion of the pressing problem of what 
o do for tho farmers of the United 
States who are so insistent that some- 
bins be "done for them. Teach them 
o save their straw and instruct them 
11 its utilization. The average acre 
if wheat yields about two tons of 
traw. Consider the folly of the far- 
mer who saves" the grain and throws 
away the straw when the grain is not 
vorth more than $25 or $30 at best 
vhcreas the straw has a 
potential 


ralue of $500!- 


In an average year about 00,000,000 


acres are devoted to wheat growing 
n this country, and tho acreago has 
un above 75,000,000. The banner pro- 
luction year was in. 1015 whcn.slisht- 
y mo|;e than 60,000,000 acres were 
harvested and the crop ran a little 
above 1,000,000,000 bushels. But

WHAT THERE IS IX STRAW 
A ton of straw makes a fair-sized 


tack. Burn it'and all there is left is 
about 40 pounds of ashes. Approxi- 
mately 1360 pounds have gone up in 
•moke, and it is that part of the 
strawstack that yields most of /air. 
Jarrison's products. Thus from each 
on of straw, which he processes J>y 
'inc-chopping and forcing it through 
.ubcs heated to 1200 degrees Fahren- 
heit, ho. gets 12.600 cubic feet of gas, 
after havinc used one-third of the g.is 
generated from the straw to mam- 
ain the temperature. 


Condensed, the gas he _has 
left 


yields 640 pounds of 
carbon, 400 


pounds of pitch, and 15 gallons oJ oil. 
The carbon can be ground into high 
quality paints, it is said,- and water- 
proofing materials can be. made from 
the pitch. Straw oil is a germicide 
and a disinfectant, in the latter use 
being superior to coal tar products-in 
its strength and in its being non-ir- 
ritant, neither burning nor destroy- 
ing living tissues. 


Lagnin, which is found in"' straw, 


stalks, and most plant r'if use,. has a 
fair chance of besting coal tar in the 
variety of its product. Dr. C. A. 
Browne, chief of the Bureau of Chem- 
istr.y of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, says that it "probably offers as 
many methods of utilization for the 
manufacture of 
tanning ^ materials, 


dyestuffs, and other 'industrial pro- 
ducts as was offered eighty years ago 
by that other trade waste, coal tar, 
which has proved to be an almost in- 
exhaustible source of wealth." 


But straw is only one of the farm 


waste products— those hitherto so 
regarded—that can 
be coined into 


regular money. Take the 
homely 


cornstalk and the humble cob, as fur- 
ther examples. At the Department of 
Agriculture there is a list of 217 pro- 
ducts and uses of corn, but most of 
these are of the grain, which repre- 
sents only about one-fourth of t!is 
weight of the corn plant. Stalk, leaves 
cobs, silk, and tassels are for the most 
part wasted, but the chemists are 
getting busy to put an end to that 
sort of thing and already they are 
saying there is more potential cash 
value in the stalk and cob than there 
is in the corn. 


Products derived from the grain of 


tho corn include breakfast foods, oils, 
grease, and paint, toilet preparations, 
explosive, alcohol, confectionery, fiie-. 
works, shaving soap, roof and floor 
coverings, varnishes, syrups and sug- 
ars, radio parts, 
imitation 
leather, 


rubber substitutes, laundry s>oaps..and, 
scores of others. Something like SO 
per cent of the corn grown annual- 
ly in tho United States is fed to live- 
stock, but its other uses arc so varied 
and so profitable that the time may 
come, it is predicted, when feeding it 
to animals will be regarded as waste- 
ful. 


MILLIONS OF TONS OF COBS 
Cornstalks arc used to a consider- 


able extent for fodder for farm ani- 
mal?, but the corncobs of .which we 
have an annual crop of. more than 
20.000,000 tons, are almost all burned 
or got rid of in some other way. T-he 
important chemical, furfural, can be 
made from the cobs, and furfural can 
bo processed to make such articles 


as telephone receivers, radio- honn, 
p'honograph records, pipestems, 
and 


cigarette holders. Other uses to which 
both the stalks and the cobs may be 
put arc wallboard, paper, adhesive, 
charcoal, fuel, embalming fluids, sol- 
vents, and pipes. 


Great quantites of corn, potatoes, 


and fermentable wastes such-as fruit 
that are now sold by the farmer at a 
loss or actually thrown away may in 
time be utilized in the manufacture 
of alcohol that can be used as a sub- 
stitutue for gasoline, for power pur- 
poses.-This, however, will not come 
about until the price of gasoline has 
advanced materially, for it costs too 
much to produce fuel alcohol to com- 
pete with the petroleu:n product at 
present prices. 


Casein, a product of skim milk, of- 


fers another opportunity for UK far- 
mer to' realize a profit, for it is us- 
ed in-the manufacture of combs, but- 
tons, shoe horns, poker chips, and bil- 
liard balls. Casein is also used in 
large quantites ,iiK finishing- ,high 
grade'printing papers such as arc in 
books and magazines, and still an- 
other use. is as a binder In washable 
paints for walls and woodxvork. 


Cheese whey is another agricultural 


waste to which the scientists arc now 
directing lheii*t attention. It is esti- 
mated that some three billion pounds 
of whey goes to waste each . jar, and 
at "the same" timo it present* a seri- 
ous problem to the manufacturers in 
effecting, a .sanitary disposal 
of it. 


Now it is suggested that 
organic 


soH'ents, such as butyl alcohol, ace- 
tone, and lactic acid can be made 
from the whey. 


All this utilization of agricultural 


wastes may not offer immediate ben- 
efit to the individual farmer, but it 
is all working out to the ultimate ad- 
vantage of the agricultural industry 
And there is one- waste that is rap- 
idly being'eliminated with immediate 
profits — the waste of labor ^hrough 
unscientific and inefficient farming 
methods.

Objections are raised by some con- 


ti actors that the proposed bill would 
giVo the governor the power ot

They say 
that if the granting power of 'appoint- 
ment is not carefully planned it may 
resolve itself into a selection of poli- 
tical favorites and the question of 
competency and mcompctcncy would 
be placed in the back ground.

tion." he said. "It is the small private 
automobile that takes the most trallic 
away. 
"We have no fear of our pas- 


senger service which extends over any 
distance as everybody makes 
long 


trips by rail. 
Long distance motor 


bushes have proven a, failure and arc 
not receiving the patronage they ex- 
pected. More comforts can be had on 
a train when traveling many miles." 
"Cusses do not Interfere greatly with 
our local traffic either. 
On some of 


the short lines we have found it ad- 
visable to put rail motor cars in op- 
eration and thp^e have proven highly 
successful.

ono of those motor cars is about a 
third of the cost of operating a steam 
train over the same distance.
